2. In connection with his personal difficulties at ADN (cf 
BSC/Ops/073), CAMISADE has discovered he is not alone In this 
situation.

ORBICKB, BRETZ , TSCHERNER , and HARTMAN (UGB-3 177/BSC -728) 
have all been informed” that if they are not denazified by 1 August 
they will have to be dropped from ADN.
